Throughout the Ger- 
man Empire to-day the 25th anniversary of 
the crowning at Versailles, near Paris, of 
King WilNam of Prussia, grandfather of the 
present Emperor, as Emperor of Germany, 
and the consequent re-establishment of the 
German Empire, was celebrated in some 


form or other. pens 
The great event was the gathering in the 
White Hall of the Castle, where Em- 
ror, surrounded by Ministers of State, 
nerals of the army, Admirals ot the navy, 
members of the diplomatic corps, Kings 
and Princes, all in glittering uniforms, made 
a speech from the throne. His majesty 


“We, William, by the grace of God, Ger- 
man Emperor and King of Prussia, etc., 
make known and herewith publicly d 
that, twenty-five years having elapsed 
the day when his majesty, our e 
now resting with God, answering the appea 
of the ces and free towns and 
the desire of “nation, assumed the dig- 
nity of Emperor, we have decided to cele- 
brate the memory of this remarkable event 
which brought a fina] and brilliant fulfill- 
ment to the aspirations which the German 
people entertained so long and offered the 
restored Empire the position to which it 
was entitled among the nations of the world 
by its history, its development and culture. 
For this purpose we have summoned the 
plenipotentiaries of our mighty allies and 
the representatives of the Powers, and also 
those men who at that great epoch promi- 
nently contributed to the work of the union 
of the German —— 

“Surrounded by the flags and standards 
of the glorious regiments, the witnesses of 
the death-defying courage of our armies 
which greeted the first Emperor made, we 
8 to memory with much stirred heart, 
the devoted 2 which the fatherland in 
the union of its princes and nations then 
presented.” i 

His majesty then thanked providence 
that the past twenty-five years had bestow- 
ed blessings upon the empire and declared 
that his grandfather's vow to protect the 
rights of the empire and preserve peace had, 
so far, with ' help, been fulfilled. 

The Emperor also alluded to the work 
achieved by the German nation for the past 
twenty-five years under the direction of “‘its 
great Emperor and the advice of its tried 
statesmen, and particularly that of its 
Chancellor, Prince marck. 

“While favoring no one,“ he continued, 
“and injuring no one, the empire has 
raised its voice before the nations in favor 
of peace; the young empire has been able 
to devote itself undisturbed to internal 
development. Besides the ‘development of 
our army, which it is our imperial duty to 
maintain to the height of efficiency for the 
protection of the independence of the Fath- 
erland, our administrative bodies have been 
solicitous of the welfare of the people.“ 

The Emperor then appealed to all seo- 
tions to sink party differences and support 
him in promoting the tness and pros- 
perity of our beloved Fatherland.”

BURR MUST GO 70 PRISON. 


President Refuses to Interfere in the 
Case Against the Defaulting Cashier. 


William E. Burr, Jr., win begin serving 
his term in the Missouri State Prison on 


Monday, Jan. 27, He has been ordered to 
appear in the United States District Court 


on the morning of that date, where Judge 
E. B. Adams ll formally pass sentence 
upon him. 

For the second time President Cleveland 
has declined to interfere in this case, which 
for two years has been before the public. 
Application for Burr’s pardon was first made 
to the President last August before Burr 
had even been tried. This was denied and 
President Cleveland 4 himself that 
even though the case of the defendant com- 
mendéd itself to executive clemency, it 
would be improper to exercise such clemency 
before a conviction or trial. 

The President's second denial is unusually 
lengthy and says that Burr will have to 
undergo imprisonment before the case can 
be considered by the President again. 

It would be a sincere satisfaction for 
me, writes the President, to join with the 
good men who urge consideration of the 
offense committed by this applicant. But 
while those who ask clemency can yield to 
sympathy and pity for the worthy family 
who suffer for the misdéeds of which they 
are entirely innocent, I cannot act under a 
restraining’ sense of responsibility to the 
law which has been viola and 
ciety who are interested in punishment 
of such violation. 

“The offense of which this applicant for 
clemency is guilty, by his confession, is a 
dangerous one to the 1 Who trust 
the banking institutions created and exist- 
ing under the laws of the United States; 
his violation of law and his betrayal of the 
trust reposed in him was deliberate 
long continued, and if I should now pardon 
his offense I cannot but think I should be 
a to sympathy when it is forbidden 

y a due regard for the firm administration 
of wholesome criminal laws and for that 
even-handed justice under the uirements 
of which scores of persons certainly not 
more guilty than petitioner are now 
suffering punishment.”

THE STATE CONVENTION. — 


‘The Post-Dispatch charged, when an 
effort was made to commit the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee to an 
agreement to call the Missouri State Con- 
ventioh not more than six weeks prior to 
the meeting of the Democratic National 
Convention, that it meant that a scheme

The truth of this charge is now demon- 
strated. It has been the (custom for 
many years for the party in control of 
the Federal Administration to hold its 
national convention first. Instead of fol- 
léwing this custom the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention for 1896 has been 
called at a date three weeks later than 
that of the Republican Convention. 

And already the echo of this call Is 
heard in Missouri. Suggestions are com- 
ing up from different quarters, evidently 
by preconcerted -arrangement, that as 
the De tic National Convention will 
not pe held until July 7, the Missouri 
gpa Cone ention should not be held until 

me time in June. 

it is sufficient to say that the action of 
the National Committee in calling a late 
convention furnishes no reason what- 
ever for disobeying the instructions of 
the Pertle Springs Convention as té the 
time of holding the Missouri convention 
for the nomination of delegates to the 
National Convention, The Pertle Springs 
Convention definitely instructéd the 
State Committee to call the State Con- 
vention for the election of these dele- 
gates not later than April 15.
